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REMARKS. 


THE remarks and calculations in these pages apply to the present 
regulations of business at Rio; those depending on the Government 
are however liable to a restless caprice which has always manifested 
itself in a manner embarrassing to business, and injurious to the com- 
merce of the country :—nor can I say that experience has yet brought 
to the politicians of this country an understanding of the advantage 
of a liberal and enlarged policy ;—it is however, slowly working its 
way. Business is encumbered with forms by the present system, which 
occasion very great expense to Agency Houses, and at the same time 
bring heavy charges upon Merchandize ; while the observance of onerous 
and absurd regulations, is rigidly insisted on, under heavy fines and 
penalties, without any chance of relief on a plea of ignorance or fairness 
of intention ; it is therefore necessary to adhere strictly to them, especially 
as regards Manifests ;—of which regulations the Brazilian Consuls can - 
furnish forms, and requisite information.—Penalties are from fifly to three 
thousand milreis, more or less. 

On entering this Port, whether by day or night, a vessel is not re- 
quired to heave to in passing Fort Santa Cruz, on the right at the mouth of 
the harbor; should she be hailed (as will be the case at night) it is not 
necessary to understand what is said, but merely replying where from, 
the name of the vessel, and nation, proceed on, without even checking 
her way. At night also,two guns are fired, and strong lights exhibited at 
Santa Cruz, as signals, to convey to the Forts above, information of the 
arrival ; to this no attention need be paid on board, but proceeding on as 
aforesaid, and passing Fort Lage, situated on an insulated rock, a little 
farther in the harbor, she must come to anchor before passing a line be- 
iween Fort Villaganhon (on an Island opposite the lower part of the 
eity,) and the church of Boa Viagem (upon a high rock on the right or 
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eastern side of the Bay,) where she must remain, nor send a boat on 
shore till visited by the several Government Boats, viz: the fort boat. 
the palace and health boats, and the Custom-house boat, which latter 
will require the vessel’s manifest. Any foreign merchant vessel, not 
coming to anchor as above directed, will be fired at from the fort, and 
subjected toa fine. After having received the above visits, the Captain 
is at liberty to land with his passengers, &c., and to weigh and proceed 
further up the harbor, if he intend to give entry in fall anchoring, at the 
“unloading ground,” behind the “ tsland of Cobras.” 

No vessel can remain in either of the anchorages above twenty-four 
hours after being ordered to remove by the Guarda Mor, or his assistants, 
under a penalty of one hundred milreis for every day’s delay. 

The entry in the Custom-house must be made within twenty-four 
hours after the visit, under a penalty of one hundred milreis for every 
day’s delay. 

A full entry is for the discharge of the whole of the eargo. Whena 
vessel gives entry in full, duties, either for consumption, or re-export, 
must be paid on all goods on board. 

A Franquia entry is for the discharge of any pattor more of the 
eargo, with liberty to proceed, paying duties for what may be discharged 
only. On entering in franquia fifteen working days are allowed the 
vessel to remain in the Port, after which an extension of ten days may 
be obtained, atthe expiration of which, either full entry must be given, 
or a fine paid of 200rs. perton, for every subsequent day the vessel may 
remain in port. 

The Captain of a vessel bound to any Brazilian Ports, must bring twe 
exact copies of the manifest, containing the name, class, and tonnage of 
the vessel, the name of the Captain, and at the end the date and his sig- 
nature; the port in which the cargo stated in the manifest, was received, 
and the ports of destination; the marks, numbers, and contents of the 
packages ; the names of the shippers and consignees. ‘There must be a 
separate manifest, in Guplicate, from each port of shipment. At the foot 
of the manifest, the Captain must declare the number of the passengers, 
whether cabin or steerage, and make all other declarations which may be 
necessary for security and good faith, mentioning any goods which may 
be short, or over, in the manifest, and the cause thereof, which, if it 
appear sufficient, will relieve him from responsibility ; otherwise, he will 
be fined the value and half the value of all goods short, and all goods 
over will be seized, and he will be fined one half their value—-besides 
having to pay the full duties; however, he is not held responsible for the 
eontents of bales and cases, but only for the number: and for articles of 
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weight or measure, (such as Salt, &c ) liable to increase or diminution : 
this fine is exacted only when the difference exceeds five per cent., or is 
attended with suspicious circumstances, in the opinion of the Inspector. 
The lading being comp!eted, and the manifest made as directed, the 
Captain must present the two copies thereof, to the Brazilian Consul at 
the Port, who will certify the same, if in order, and deliver him one open 
and the other sealed and addressed to the Inspector of the Custom-house 
at the port of destination. Ifthere be no Brazilian Consul, the manifest 
must be attested, and closed by two resident Brazilian merchants ; or if 
there be no Brazilian, by two native merchants; and all the signatures. 
must be authenticated by the competent local authorities. 

Should she discharge any part of the cargo mentioned in the manifest, 
in a foreign port, the Captain must bring thence a manifest, in duplicate, 
of the merchandise discharged, in the same form, and with the same 
formalities as before mentioned ; if the discharge be made in a Brazilian 
port, the Custom-house will furnish the Captain, with the requisite certifi- 
cate. A vessel in ballast, bound to a Brazilian port, from any foreign 
port, must bring a certificate of the same, certified as directed for mani- 
fests; and one from another Brazilian port must bring a certificate from 
the Custom-house, under a penalty in each case, of 100.000 to 500.000 reis. 
A Captain bringing a manifest uot conforming in all points with the stip- 
ulations here Jaid down, or bringing open the copy of the manifest which 
he had received sealed, will be fined 100.000 to 1.000.000 reis, as the In- 
spector may decide, and cannot discharge till it be paid. A vessel not 
bringing a manifest will be allowed to discharge on payment of a fine of 
four milreas per ton of her measurement. Fishing vessels alone ex- 
cepted. The vessel is hypothecated for all fines imposed on the Captain, 
and will not be allowed to leave the port, until they are paid or deposited. 
Should a vessel arrive here, cleared for any port not Brazilian, and be 
without the Brazilian Consul’s certificates, attached to her documents, 
she will nevertheless de admitted to enter either in full or Franquia, as 
desired, subject to 5 per cent. additional duty. 

As all vessels cleared for only one port in Brazil are compelled to enter 
in full, and pay duties on tlie whole of their cargoes, it would be well, 
in order to avail of the privilege of entering in Franquia, always to men- 
tion both in clearance, and manifest the words “and other ports’ as 
** for Rio de Janeiro and other ports, &c. 

No goods can be discharged without a permit from, and officer of, 
the Custom-house, underthe penalty of 100.000 reis for each package, to- 
gether with its estimated value, Intimation must be given at the Custom- 
house within twenty four hours after finishing the discharge, under a penaliy 
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of 100.000 reis. On such intimation being given, the vessel will be visited 
by the Custom-house boat, and will be examined ; all articles then found 
on board, except the necessary stores, will be seized, and the Captain 
fined in halftheis value. All vessels, previous to this visit, are obliged to 
havealight at the gaff from 8 P. M., until day break, under a penalty 
of 10.000 rs. for each omission, and the Captains are also subject toa fine 
0f 100,000 to 200.000 reis for every person they admit on board, without a 
permit from the Custom-house; but after this visit they are ordered to the 
‘*Joading ground,’’ above the Island of Cobras, and are freed from all 
restraint. 

According to the custom of the port, all vessels are liable for lighiter- 
age in discharging or loading, unless the contrary be expressed in the 
Bills of Lading, or chaster party. In discharging they are responsible, 
until the Goods are safely landed on the wharf or place appointed by the 
Consignee. In loading they must also furnish hands to stow the articles 
as delivered, receiving them from the wharf, giving a receipt,. and be- 
coming responsible for the same. ‘lhe dispatch, a printed or written 
paper, must accompany the Lighter to the vessel, and after being there 
seceipted and signed by the Captain or Mate, it must be taken on board 
the Guard-Ship within twenty-four hours after the lighter is loaded, 
otherwise the Captain will be fined in the amount of the duties in such 
dispatch, ‘The officer on board the Guard-Ship will give a receipt for 
the dispatches delivered to him, which receipts must. be kept by the 
Captain to be produced if necessary, to prove that no penalty has been 
incurred ou that account, 

All Goods, whether imported in Brazilian or foreign vessels, pay 
duties as follows : 

Consumption duty of 50 per cent. on Gunpowder, 30 per,ct. on Tea, 
and 15 per ct. on tariff valuation upon all other articles of merchandise. 
Iexpediente or Custom-house charge, formerly of 14 per cent., but raised 
by a new law, enforced from the Istof July, 1838, to 4} per ct. Besides 
these, there are also charges made at the Custom-house for storage, 
certificates, mizericordia or Hospital dues, &c. 

Goods imported for the purpose of re-exportation, must remain in the 
Castom-house Stores until re-shipped, when they pay an export duty of 
2 per ct as well as the Custom-house charge above mentioned ; besides 
being obliged to deposit in the hands of the Treasurer, (for whose acts 
the Government co nat hold themselves responsible,) the full amount of 
Import Duties; to be returned on presentation of Janding certificate 
attested by the Brazilian Consul at the port of destination, ‘The transit 
daty is the same as the re-export duty, T'orcign vessels are not permit- 
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ted to transport tle produce of the country from one Brazilian Port te 
another, and goods which have paid full duties i one port, if transported 
by a foreign vessel to another port of the Empire, are, subject again to 
the payment of full duties ; which if transported by a national vessel they 
are subjected to the repayment of the Custom-house charge only, 
Vessels proceeding from one port in Brazil] to another, must obtain a 
Bill of Health, from the local authorities. 

When a vessel enters in distress, and Jands her cargo, with the inten- 
tion of re-shipping and exporting it, the goods are not subject to duties 
or Custom-house charge, but merely to the petly charges of Custom- 
house storage, &c. If she land none of her cargo, save what may be 
dispatched for the payment of repairs, and have received no cargo after 
such distress occurred, she is also exempted from anchorage dues. 

The Export duties on Brazihan produce are as follows :—7 pr ct on 
the tariff valuation of all produce, whether in araw state, or manufac- 
tured—20 pr ct on Hides from the Province of St. Pedro—also Provincial 
duty or Dezimo of 4 pr ct on Coffee—5 pr ct on Rice, Maize, Beans, and 
all unmanufactured produce—Bags of Coffee and Cotton pay duty on the 
gross weight—In addition to this, there is a charge of 5 rs. per arrobe : 
there are also other charges made at the Consulado, of which the principal 
are anchorage dues of 30 rs. pr ton daily, not exceeding fifty days ; 
Mizericordia or Hospital dues of 640 rs. pr man, and ina foreign vessel 
of 6.000 each Ship or Bark, and 4.000 each Brig or Schooner; 15 pret 
on the sale of foreign vessels toa Brazilian (asually paid by the purchas- 
er, pr agreement.) certificates, &c.—Bullion and specie pay 2pret ex- 
port duty. 

The wood, &c. used in repairing foreign vessels pay Export duties, 
and no repairs can be commenced without a receipt from the Consulado 
of notice having been given, under a penalty of 40.000 reis. 

In the Proforma Invoices herewith the duty is charged on the price of 
the article but it may be paid on a greater or Jess valuation, not being 
assessed on the price, but by a tariff made up weekly according to the 
average market prices of different qualities of each article; and the 
Capatazias are not taken notice of.—'Though the Portuguese weight is 
24 pret more than the Engiish, the difference is not taken into view in the 
calculations annexed. 

No articles of provisions &c. but those of the best qualities should be 
sent to this market. 

In the Proforma Sales herewith, the charges of Negro-hire, Storage, 
Cooperage, fee. are taken from actual Sales, and may be more or less 
according to circumstances.-The DUTIES aud CHARGES are ALL vasy, 
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Sales are made on stipulated credits, and NoMINALLY for CasH. 
The greater amount of the latter, experience shows, are not paid within 
two, three, or four months from the date of sale. The interest on all 
sales is charged from the date of sale. 

No Interest is a! lowed for funds remaining on hand because itis always 
objectionable to have money in deposit, and in NO CASE wished for. 

Purchases of produce are paid for in Cash; generally a part at the 
time of purchase, and the remainder within a day or two. 

Hard Spanish Milled Dollars should be expressed in contracts for 
freight, when that coin is bargained for, and the vague expression of 
Dollars, which leads to many disputes, should be avoided. 

The Sterling par of 1.000 reis is called as formerly 674d. 

The Quintal is 4 arrobas of 32 Ibs. each. 

100 Ibs, Portuguese are equal to 1024 lbs English. 

The Covado is 263 inches English measure. 

The Vara is 434 f i Rs 

180 Medidas are equal to 140 gallons English. 

6 Alqueires of Rio are equal to 7 English Bushels. 

In regard to furnishing means to lade produce in this market, the 
recent experience is so impressive from the general suffering, embarrass- 
ment, litigation, and loss, growing out of the system of granting Credits 
hy European Houses, as to make it almost presumptuous to offer any 
remarks on the importance, indeed necessity, of doing business in some 
other way. As to the form of credits hitherto acted on, it is shown by 
experience that they offer no security for Bills being accepted under 
them, when the convenience of the Houses granting them may suggest 
their dishonor. An effectual way of obviating this difficulty, would be, 
sending out, instead of Credits, Bills drawn by their Agents on, or ac- 
cepted by European Houses of general credit ; or remitting Bills of the 
U. States Bank of Pennsylvania, now in great favor. No Bills however, 
over sixty days sight, should ever be sent to this market for negociation. 
When specie is remitted, it should be borne in mind, that Silver is always 
more advantageous than Gold.

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FLOUR. 


The consumption of Rio de Janeiro, and its immediate dependencies is 
estimated at about 9000 bbls. per month. Heretofore the principal supplies 
have been derived from the U. States, but latterly an excellent article has been 
made in France and exported to this country, which has taken a rank almost 
equal to the finer qualities of American. On ordinary Flour money will gen- 
erally be lost, while on a superior article ’tis not often under regular importa- 
tions a freight is not made. Flour (nor any bulky article) does not often pay a 
profit worth while beyond the freight. No Fiour is sold till after trial of the 
quality by baking. The chief requisite is to be soft, white, and brown well in 


baking.

fs to be had throughout the year, and fluctuates according to 
the demand for Europe and U. States, and quotations thence. 
The greater part of the crop is exported from July to December, 
during which period the quality is better than that which comes 
to market during the other months. It appears abundantly in 
July, and is re-packed by the dealers into Bags, uniformly con- 
taining 160 lbs., when it is offered for sale. It rarely occurs that 
there is any deficiency in weight, and on the part of the mer- 
chants established here, full confidence in this respect is reposed 
in the respectable dealers. It can always however, be tested if 
required, and foreigners sometimes try a few bags ina lot. Itis 
generally offered for sale by sample, and purchasers examine the 
quality ofeach bag when about to ship it. Coffee unbailed on 
board vessels partly laden, generally loses color; when vessels 
are entirely full, this complaint is seldom made. 


The crop of this country seems now to have reached a point 
less likely to be materially augmented by extension of culture, 
than to vary in quantity, by favorable or unfavorable seasons. It 
has been found upon investigation, that the proportion of really 
superior quality has for three or four years past, been annually 
growing less, which may be ascribed in part, to the lands under 
cultivation becoming exhausted, and in a greater degree to the 
advancing age of the plants. In 1836, the proportion of superior 
quality, as rated by the Brokers, was about one third, or 170,000 
bags, and in 1837, less than one-forth, or 130,000 bags. This 
quality is principally wanted for the markets of Sweden and the 
United States.

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SUGARS. 


Campos Sugars in Cases are received into public warehouses 
or Trapixes. They are weighed by the Trapixeiro, (the officer of 
the Trapixe,) and the qualities established by inspectors appointed 
by the government, of which returns are made to the Custom 
heuse, and the Trapixeiro being a responsible publie officer, 
gives the corresponding weights and qualities to the importer, by 
which they are sold, and though there may be a loss in weight, 
which is always the case after laying some time in the ware- 
house, no allowance can be demanded from the seller, nor at the 
Custom house, on paying the export duty. ‘The best sugars are 
those whieh come earliest to market; age makes a material alter- 
ation in the quality, by rendering them damp, and destroying the 
erystallization. ‘The crop generally begins to appear in market 
in October, and by February following is pretty nearly all at 
hand. Of these sugars there are four qualities of Whites, viz: 


Redondo, 
34 Redondo, 
Batido, 
4 Batido, 
and one of Muscovado. 


The value of the white is always established at 100 reis per 
arroba, each quality less than the preceding. 

There are few Santos Sugars come to this market, they being 
generally shipped direct thence. It is desirable that orders for 
shipment generally precede the vessel from Rio, as they can 
always purchase at a mere favorable rate, previous to arrival of 
the vessel, and the mode of payment is usually by Bills on Rio 
de Janerio; for which purpose, arrangements should be entered 
into ere the vessel sails hence 

‘“‘ Terra Sugar,” or that made in the vicinity of the city is 
nearly equal to that of Campos in quality, the difference in price 
being seldom more than one hundred reis per arrobe.—It is mostly 
packed in Bags and used fox the consuuption of the city and for 
Ship’s stores.

Are received into public warehouses or Trapixes, where they 
undergo an inspection, and are weighed by the Trapixeiro, whe 
gives a receipt to the importer for the number, quality and weight. 
Those which are cut or worm-eaten, are called Refugos, others, 
whether ill or well cured, are called Limpos. Returns of the 
inspection, weight, &c. are accordingly made to the custom 
house, on which the duty is calculated and paid on exportation ; 
and the Trapixeiro’s returns govern the purchaser and seller, who 
are obliged by law to conform thereto, as he is a responsible 
government officer, and no appeal allowed. Importers will never 
sell Elides subject to being re-weighed, nor will the Trapixeiro 
re-weigh a parcel, unless a palpable error may appear to exist. 
As a matter of favor, bowever, when the exporter is desirous of 
dividing a lot of Hides, such proportion as may be desired will be 
weighed off. Hides are frequently green, or not thoroughly dried, 
though well cured, perfectly sound, and become fit for shipping 
soon after being put into the Trapixe—being weighed at the time 
of landing, and laying in the ‘Trapixe from one to six and even 
twelve months, and becoming perfectly dry, there must naturally 
be a deficiency in weight, though seldom more than 2 or 3 per 
cent. which however cannot be ascertained previous to embarka- 
tion, and it could be done only on board, at considerable expense, 
delay and trouble; but without any advantage, unless some error 
or imposition could be proved against the officers of the Trapixe, 
whose note of quality and weight is binding between the seller 
and purchaser, aud they are generally paid for on such note of 
returns, bsfore embarkation. In selecting Hides, therefore, pur- 
chasers are governed by the quality and price, preferring those 
that have been but a short time in the Trapixe, and well dried, 
being least likely to lose in weight, as it may be supposed they 
were dry when landed, which is the case generally with the River 
Plate Hides, but they are seldom to be had, except with’a consid. 
erable proportion of bull or cow Hides. 


A brokerage of 4 per cent. is paid on hides and sugar.
